Only 24’ Years of Age. 


Yau Tak-yan, « young man of 
only 24-years of age, was attach- 
eq to the Burena of. Public Safety, 
at Canton, by which he was greatly 
valued on account of the special 
knowledge he possessed of the Inner 
organisation of the Kwangtung 
Communist Party, and its ramifica- 
tions. :

Near the -junction of Jubilee 
Street, three men were. scen to 5ur- 
round the detective, whose Euro- 
peun suit of a grcenish tint marked’ 
him out from the crowd hurrying 
along the waterfront nt this busy 
time of.the day. .

_ One of them, who fs believed to 
hive fired the fatal shots at point- 
blank range, was scarcely more than 
-a youth. Not more than twenty 
years of age is one description ap-. 
plied. Ho-was of medium height 
and. build, and attired in a dark 
blue native suit and, peculiarly 
enough, was wearing na hair-net. 
He. fled up the short distance of 
Jubilpe Street and disappeared In 
the érowd thronging Des. Voeux 
Road.

SNOW HAMPERING 
FIREMEN. |. 


LONDON ICE BELT| 


London, Mar, 9. 

Over fifty hours after the out- 
break of the gnvat fire which has 
practically destroyed 
Reven-storeyed ten and rubber 
warehouse at Butler’s Wharf, 
near the Tower Bridge, firemen 
ane, still fighting the flames. 

The blaze goes on, raging 
furiously. and only the most re- 
markable .etforta by the massed 
fire-lighting: organisation of this 
part of London, under serlous 
handicaps, bas prevented the fire 
from spreading. 

Te-day, although the walls were 
sheeted with ice, volumes of smoke 
from burning rubber were pouring 
frum the roof. and occasionally 
grent spurts of flame would shoot 
up. 
Bitterly cold weather has been 
the greatest hampering factor. 
Many of the firemen have been 
auffering from exposure accen- 
tuated by fatigue after strenuous 
efforts. Those engaged in the 
warchouse are wearing gas-masks, 

There ia no further danger of 
its apresd. The entire front of 
the building, facing the river, is 
costed with ice, and icicles hang 
from the hoses and the fire-fight- 
ing tackle. . 

The fire brignudes were further 
handicapped-in their work to-day 
by the henviest snowstorm experi- 
enced in Londen for many years. 


The Snowstorm. 


London in fact -suffered its 
coldest March day. for decades. 
The streets were under snow from 
an early hour in the morning and 
by noon were buricd to a depth 
‘of some several inches, 

Traffic, in consequence, Was 
slowed down and traffic noises 
were silenced. 

Many accidents were caused by 
vehicles skidding and some ‘roads 
on the outskirts of London, 
including two main ronds to the 
south were rendered fmpassable. 

Traffic was held up owing to ice 
and snow in the Midlands and the 
North of England, where, in some 
places, there were six feet drifts. 
Snow ploughs. had to be used te 
clear the streets in certain Enst 
Coust towns.—Renter and British

Shanghai, Mar. 10. . 
Ramon Tobias, a Filipino musi- 


cian, who was arrested by the’ 


American authorities in Shang- 
hai in September last year in 
connexion with the death by 
stabbing of William Garcia, an 
American citizen, in a brawl al 
the corner of North Szechuan 
Road, appeared before Judge 
Purdy, in the American Cou 
to-day, for formal arraignment. 
He is oharged with murder. 
Two other men were arrested by 
the police at the aume time, and 
although no charyes have been 
preferred, they, have been held in 
Shanghai as withesses in the case. 


Stnbbed Three Times. 


The killing took - place a few 
minutes after the Night Club enb- 
aret had closed at 4 o’clock on 
Sunday morning, September 28. 

Garcia, who was in Shanghai 1s 
n mechanic to the showmen at the 
New World amusement resort at 
the corner’of Thibet and Nanking 
Roads, accompanied by Jean “Tex”' 
La Franke, trick motorcycle per- 
former at the New World, had Just 
left the Tumble Inn, a small estab- 
lishment near the Night Club 
enburet, and were on their way to 
La Franke's rooms. On the street 
outside the extablishment, the two 
men enceuntered a crowd of six 
Filipinos. Then, according to 
Tobin’ statement to the police, 
Garcia walked into him as 
he wus passing and. called him a 
bad name. After the epithet had 
been repeated several times, Gar- 
cja-siruck him, said Tobias, and 
in order to defend himself he drew 
his knife and struck back at Gar- 
cin, By this time the other mem- 
bers of the crowd were algo fight- 
ing, but when Garcia fell to the 
xround, the six men took.to their 
heels. 

Lau Franke then summoned the 
police officers, who found . that 
Garcia had been stabbed three 
times. He was rushed to the 
General Hospital, but. died a few 
minutes after being entered. 


Deceased Identified.

DEATH IN S{OSPITAL. 


Soven male coolfoa were killed 
and another seriously fnjured in 
the landslide which occurred ycs- 
terday at Sheklaipu, in the vicinity 
of the Shing Mun Valley, where the 
work of damming the river in 
connexion with the waterworks 
scheme is being carried out. 

At about qunrter past twelve 
yesterday. a large quantity of 
énrth become dislodged from 8 
cubting in the new byewnsh which 
ja being constructed, and elght 
workmen were buried under the 
dobris, Reseue ‘work was im- 
mediately commenced by the work- 
men on the acene, while the 
Kowloon Fire Brigade were also 
summoned. ; 

Three men, who were unearthed, 
were found to be‘dead and their 
bodies were tuken;to the Kowloon 
Mortuary, white two others, who 
were injured, were rushed 
hoapital. One of these later suc- 
cumbed to his injuries, while the 
other is still in-a serious . con- 
dition.

GIVING THE LEAD. 


London, Mar. 9. 


| An important step towards 
Ithe strengthening -of the mua- 
chinery for the pacific settle- 
ment of international disputes 
| was taken to-night, in the House 
of Commons, which approved 
Britain’s accession to the Gen- 
|cral Act, subject to the four 
conditions, outlined in the recent 
Foreign Office memorandum. 

| Mr. Arthur Henderson, moving 
“the adherence of the. British Em- 
are 
separately represented in the 
membership of the League, to the 
General Act, as elaborated by the 
League of Nationa’ Assembly, said 
that it provides that disputes 
which cannot be scttled by ordinary 
legal methods shall be submitted to 
a special tribunal of five members, 
one chosen from each disputant, 
and three by agreement ‘from 
among the nationals of a third 
Power. ; 


Binding Decistons. 


If no agreement Is reached by 
this special tribunal, the dispute 
then goes to an Arbitral Tribunal 
of five members, chosen in similar 
manner. The Iatter’s decision 
would be binding on both parties to 
the dispute. 4 : 

Mr. Henderson declared that 
the British Empire’s adherence 
was a logical conscquence of the 
Pact of Paria and a ‘logical: com- 
plement of the Optional Clause. 

The adherence of the United 
Kingdom would complete the coun- 
try’s acceptance of arbitration for 
International disputes of every 
class, subject to certain reserva- 
tions. : 


_1...-Preparing For Conference. . _. 


The Government, he said, re* 
garded ratification as an important 
uct of proparation which they 
could make for the success of the 
coming World Disarmament Con- 
ference, which they believed 
would, by its .results, determine 
the future course of events in 
Europe and the world. 

Success would assure the future 
of constructive international 
co-operation.. Failure would have 
extremely grave consequences.’ 

Therefore, the Government had 
to put preparations for it in the 
forefront of foreign policy. 


Powerful Lead. 


Although not the first country 
to adhere to the “General Act, 
Britain would be giving a power- 
ful lead to nations, as in the case 
of the Optional Clause. Before 
Britain signed the Optional Clause, 
only seventeen Governments were 
bound by it. To-day there were 
thirty-four so bound. : 

He pointed out-that the United 
Kingdom would not stand alone 
for the Imperial Conference had 
approved the principle of the 
Goneral Act after careful consi-

Referring to an amendment 
moved Inter. by” Sir * Austen 
Chamberlgin, Mr. Henderson said 
he recognised fully: the value of

So fur as my own personal contri- 
bution is concerned, it has been in- 
finitesimal, bul speaking on vets 
of the wholo committee, I make 
bold to say that we have put into 
your hands a Report which will 
bear inspection, may be-received by 
you with genuine satisfaction and 
shown to those outside the Associn- 
tion with justifiable pride. 

‘he Committee of the K.R.A. 
houdle thelr task now 6o quietly 
and unobtrusively that the bulki- 
fess of the Report may come 88 & 
surprise to many. The work is 
carried out with a quictricss that is 
the mark of conscloua stength and 
with a Bureness of touch which is 
the outcome of matured experience. 
As one of the Institutions of the 
Colony, the K.R.A. has steadily 
risen to a position of considerable 
Influence, and I take this oppor- 
tunity to call renewed attention to 
the fuct that the welght of the As- 
sociation’s Influence cannot be at- 
tributed to the numerical strength 
of its membership.

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THE DOLE PROBLEM.

Coming to look at the question 
from close range, we find much 
that is informative in memoranda 
prepared for the Royal Commis- 
sion by the Ministry of Labour, 
one of which breaks up the.“hard 
core” of a million unemployed 
into its component and yet  dia- 
similar parts. Tt is generally ad- 
mitted that’ the -unemployment 
caused by the world slump will 
pass with the slump, and can only 
be reduced by international ac- 
tion. It may be equally necessary, 
however, to separate the problem 
of continuovs unemployment in 
con}-mining from that of organis- 
ed short-time in cotton, and .both 
of these from the intermittert 
employment which is a permancnt 
feature in docks, shipping, public 
works Contracting, and building. 
It is significant, for example, that, 
according to the Ministry of 
Labour, the unemployment pro- 
blem in the last-naméd Industrica 
has been “intensified by the con- 
ditions of the Insurance Acts,” 
As ono of tho leading - politienl 
journals haa pointed out, it is Im- 
portant that we should realise the 


‘oxtent to which, the insurance 

achemo has been weighed down 
by threo. or four great industries, 
while the ‘majority of insured 
ovcupations, covering more than 
two-thirds of the insured popula- 
tion, have continued to pay con- 
tributions in excess of the bene- 
fits which thoy have required. 
This is a point which is not gon- 
erally recognised. A singularly 
misleading picture of the problem 
ja given by the figures which are 
published every week. and which 
wrongly sugiest ‘thnt there is a 
vant army of permanently un- 
employed people. For this rea- 
son, there fa something to be said 
‘Tor the suggestion that the Insur- 
ance Fund should be freed from 
those industries which weigh it 
down and thus be restored to its 
proper actuarial basis. It 
realised, of course, that this would 
leave a very. serious burden on 
the Exchequer and possibly neces- 
sitate leas generous treatment of 
those in distressed industrica. 
One other suggestion is that transi- 
tlonal benefit should be cut right 
out of the Insurance scheme, those 
who fall out of insurance being 
relieved according to their actual 
necessity.

QUESTIONS. 


HOPE OF USEFUL WORK IN 
LIBERIA, 


RED SEA POSITION. 


London, Mar. 9. 

In the House of Commons to- 
day, when questioned on the re- 
solutions of the Lengue Committee 
which met In London recently to 
advise on the assistance to be 
given to Liberia in dealing with 
slavery and forced Jabour, the 
Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, Sr, Hugh Dalton, said the’ 
Liberian Government were repre- 
sented on the Committee and the 
decisions were unanimous. 


He added that the British Gov- 
crnment had every reason to hope 
that the experts on general admini- 
stration who were proceeding to 
Monrovin would be able to pro- 
pose suitable action to end the un- 
satisfactory state of affairs re- 
vealed in the report of the Com- 
mission of Enquiry, 


Mr. Dalton stated that no speci- 
fle instances of — slave-trading 
across the Red Sea were brought 
to the notice of the British Govern- 
ment last year, though he feared it 
was quite possible that shipments 
of slaves from the African to the 
Arnbian const took place. 

The activities of His Majesty's 
sloups and the measures taken by 
the French and Italinn Govern- 
ments had undodbtedly — reduced 
the traffic to comparntively small
